THE BLOOD-HORSE Devoted to the Interests of the Turf 


- JANUARY 9, 1954 


W. C. (Bill) Winfrey. the good trainer 
who has made a powerhouse of Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s stable. has just completed 
his biggest year in racing. Under Win- 
frey’s direction, Vanderbilt’s stable earned 
$987.306 to finish the year as the top 
money-winner of 1953. Yet he is modest 
about it all, “Horses make the trainer,” he 
observed one morning at Santa Anita, 
“just as football players make the coach.” 


The morning workouts were over, and 
we were sitting in the warm sunshine 
alongside the Vanderbilt barn. “I’d like to 
take some credit for this wonderful year 
we've had.” Winfrey went on, “but I 
can't. ’'m not doing things any differently 
now from what I did years ago when I 
wasn’t winning many races. The only thing 
I've learned is that we don’t know a heck 
of a lot. Some horses are indestructible. 
and those are the ones that make reputa- 
tions for the trainer.” 


Winfrey took over the Vanderbilt stable 
in 1949, and the famous cerise and white 
diamond colors of the Maryland sports- 
man have been among the leaders of the 
nation ever since. Winfrey developed the 
great filly and mare team of Next Move 
and Bed o’ Roses. then Native Dancer. 
and when the gray champion went to the 
sidelines temporarily last fall he came up 
with a ready replacement in the aptly 
named Find. 

“There is a horse that surprised me com. 
pletely.” Winfrey said. “I can’t account 
for him, I knew. of course, that he had 
speed, but I had no idea—only a hope— 
that he would carry it as he did, If I had 
thought he would win those two $50,000 
pots later—the Grey Lag and Empire City 
Handicaps—I never would have sent him 
to ThistleDown for the Ohio Derby.” 


We walked over to Find’s stall to have 
a look at the horse that will carry Van- 
derbilt’s hopes in the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap and other big races in California this 
winter. 


“He’s not a handsome horse.” Winfrey 
said. “and on the other hand, he’s not 
ugly. He’s not too big, and he’s not too 
little. About all I can say for him is that 
he’s the biggest eater we’ve ever had 
around. We give him 12 quarts of oats

a day, plus oat hay, alfalfa, and flax seed 
(mixed in mash until the grass gets good 
in the spring). 

“Find looks like he might have a big 
year ahead of him.” Winfrey added. “He’s 
shown me he has courage and stamina.” 


Winfrey is only 37, but last winter he 
amazed veteran horsemen with his superb 
handling of Native Dancer. When he 
began training the Dancer in late January 
for the Kentucky Derby in early May. a 
dozen smart owners and trainers volun- 
teered that he’d never make it, that the 
time was too short to get a horse ready 
for a mile and one-quarter race, But on 
Derbv Day. Native Dancer was ready and 
only the worst kind of racing luck beat 
him. 

“Native Dancer was just an easy horse 
to work with.” Winfrey says now. 


To show how horses can fool you. Win- 
SS 
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frey recalled that the stable had two ex- 
cellent yearling prospects the year Native 
Dancer came along. One, of course, was 
the gray Dancer; the other was Crash 
Dive, and since he was out of Canfli, dam 
of Heelfly, every one was ready to concede 
him the edge. So, Native Dancer was sent, 
with the coming 2-year-olds, to Santa 
Anita, and Crash Dive was sent to the 
farm. He looked good enough to wait on 
a while. 

Crash Dive is still a maiden. 

The Dancer, as you probably know, is 
in light training at Vanderbilt’s Sagamore 
Farm in Maryland, where he is jogging a 
mile and a half each day. Winfrey plans 
to pick him up when the stable leaves 
Santa Anita, and has mapped out a tenta- 
tive campaign that includes the Metropol- 
itan, Suburban. and Brooklyn Handicaps, 
the “triple crown” of the older division, 

Hollywood Park is talking about a $100.- 
000 weight-for-age race in the hope of 
luring Native Dancer to California in early 
summer. Is the stable interested? 

“Sure, we’re interested,” Winfrey said. 
“There aren’t many of that kind of races 
around. But the race isn’t scheduled yet, 
and we're not going to commit ourselves 
until it is.” 

Back in 1932. Winfrey tried his hand at 
riding. He began at Hialeah, and by the 
time he reached Saratoga in mid-summer 
he had gained 14 pounds—which was more 
than the number of winners he had rid- 
den—so he turned to training. He helped 
his father for a while, then in 1937 took 
over the stable of Mrs. Alice Sherman. He 
trained for Circle M Farm, then saw ac- 
tion in the Pacific with the Marine Corps 
in World War II. After the war, he trained 
for Woodvale Farm and campaigned a 
public stable that included the stakes filly 
Sweet Dream. 

Bill is as quick with words as most of 
his horses are in the stretch, Last summer 
when he invaded Chicago for the Arlington 
Classic, someone asked him how the 
weights would effect Native Dancer. 

“T haven’t told him about the difference 
in weights yet.” Bill said. 

Back at the Derby last spring, newsreel 
photographers converged on the stable 
area one morning and asked for a shot of 
Winfrey and Vanderbilt together. 

“Put your arm around him.” one of 
them suggested to Winfrey. , 

“I may put my hand in his pocket.” Bill 
said, “but I’m not going to pose with my 
arm around my boss’ neck.”

A nod for producing the greatest num- 
ber of high-class foals (among the dams 
of 1953 stakes winners) goes to the pro- 
lific producers Boat and Invoke. They are 
the only two mares, represented by stakes 
winners in 1953, which have produced 
five stakes winners, 

Both achieved that total during the past 
season, Boat with the victory of her 
daughter Ria Rica in the Wilshire Stakes, 
and Invoke with the steeplechase stakes 
triumphs of her son Benbow. 

Boat’s stakes winners are:

Boat, 1937, bred by the late Samuel D. 
Riddle, is one of three foals (all Man o’ 
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War fillies) out of the Black Toney mare 
Crotala, a full sister to Black Majesty 
and half-sister to Pilate. The only other 
foal of Crotala to start was War Flower, 
which failed to place in her only effort. 
After her retirement to stud, she produced 
Ace Admiral. (Ace Admiral is by *Heli- 
opolis, sire of Boat’s best two sons Noble 
Hero and Greek Ship). The unraced War 
Party. third member of the Man o’ War— 
Crotala trio, is also a successful pro- 
ducer. 


Boat put all her quality into the foaling 
barn, for she did nothing on the race 
track. She started twice at two, failed to 
place. 

Her breeding was planned by Mr, Rid- 
dle in partnership with Harrie B. Scott, 
who then was manager of Faraway Farm, 
Lexington, Ky. (The partners bred the 
good mare Rampart. which in the silks 
of Mrs. H. K. Haggerty, became one of 
the best handicap mares of her day.) 

Later Scott became sole owner of Boat. 
He bred and sold at Keeneland her two 
*Heliopolis colts: Noble Hero for $15,000 
to Leo Gerngross, and Greek Ship for 
$23,000 to Brookmeade Stable. 

Brookmeade also bought Sky Ship at 
Keeneland for $25,000. Sky Ship’s breeder 
and seller was Harrie Scott’s son, Harry 
B. Scott, Jr. who got $26,000 the next year 
for Ria Rica from C. S. Jones and Sons. 

Harry: Seott Jr. sold a Roman—Boat 
filly: at Keeneland last summer to Dun- 
treath Farm for $59,000, top yearling 
price of the year. The mare has a 1954 
yearling colt by Citation. 

Invoke, 1935, was bred by Meadowview 
Farms of New Jersey. She raced for 
Joseph M. Roebling of Trenton, who owns 
Harmony Hollow Stud, Harbourton, N. J: 
Invoke won at two, and was second to 
Inhale in the Rosedale Stakes. The next 
season. Invoke beat the Coaching Club 
American Oaks winner Creole Maid 
(which later produced Natchez) in the 
Gazelle Stakes: and ran second in the 
Acorn Stakes to Handcuff (which became 
Chain’s dam and Quija’s granddam). 

A daughter of *Teddy, Invoke is a full 
sister to two other stakes winners, Plea 
and The Finest; and to Eye to Eye, dam 
of Market Level. Invoke’s dam, the un- 
raced Appeal, was a half-sister to Warrior 
Lass. granddam of Bold, winner of the 
Preakness in 1951. The good race mare 
Sweetheart was Invoke’s second dam. 

Roebling bred all of Invoke’s registered 
foals. Wildlife and Manipur both raced 
for him; the mare’s, other stakes winners 
were sold privately, in some cases after 
they had begun racing. 

Harbourton, named for a town near 
Roebling’s farm, raced principally for S. 
J. Brown. Admiral Drake cost Abe Hirsch- 
berg $40,000 as a 4-year-old. Benbow is 
owned by Rokeby Stable. 

No foals out of Invoke have been re- 
ported since 1949, when she produced Old 
Tronsides.

The Prairie State’s Tracks 
Have a ‘New Look’ for 1954. 


CHICAGO 

Illinois race tracks will have a “new 
look” for 1954. All of them—Arlington, 
Washington, Hawthorne, Sportsman’s, and 
Fairmount Parks and Lincoln Fields— 
either are being done over or spruced up, 
And one new track, Cahokia Downs. now 
is being built. 

Cahokia Downs will be the second track 
of the modern era in southern Illinois; 
the first, of course, was Fairmount Park, 
which no longer can be classed as a new- 
comer, having grown a lot of whiskers in 
the past 29 years. Fairmount Park orig- 
inally was a member of the American Turf 
Association, the holding company for the 
string of Illinois and Kentucky tracks for 
which the late Matt Winn was the guiding 
genius. 

The American Turf Association was dis- 
solved long after Fairmount Park, Wash- 
ington Park, and Lincoln Fields passed 
to new owners, and Latonia and the Lex- 
ington Association track long ago went 
out of existence, leaving Churchill Downs 
and Douglas Park (the latter since aban- 
doned) as the only remaining members of 
the Turf empire ruled so long by Col. 
Winn. 

As Fairmount Park has done the past 
four years on its one-mile track at Collins- 
ville in Madison county, Cahokia Downs 
will conduct night racing at its new three- 
quarter mile course at East St. Louis, in 
St. Clair County. Cahokia Downs is the 
creation of a group of substantial busi- 
ness men of central and southern Illinois 


headed by John Stelle. former governor 
of the Prairie State and a long time de- 
votee of racing who has owned a string of 
horses for some years and who is a fre- 
quent buyer at the Keeneland yearling 
sales. 


Fairmount Park has mapped out some 
substantial plant improvements for 1954, 
These include a new first-aid building with 
medical and surgical equipment. new 
sewer system, enlarged rest rooms and 
lounges with new fixtures, ten more acres 
for parking cars, new paint for stands and 
buildings. 

In recent years Fairmount Park has 
made no pretentions about stakes pro- 
grams or racing above that which attracts 
ordinary classes of horses. But in_ its 
sphere, it fills what otherwise would be 
a void in a big racing State like Illinois. 
It provides opportunities for horses which 
cannot he accommodated at the larger 
tracks, and it meets, in considerable meas- 
ure, the demand for racing in a large and 
important area of southern Illinois and 
the City of St. Louis. 

In its day Fairmount Park ranked 
among the country’s leading tracks. At its 
inaugural meeting in 1925 it distributed 
more than $275,000 in purses. In 1926 it 
was fifth among American tracks in point 
of purse and stakes distribution. And its 
outlay amounted to nearly $500,000, The 
Fairmount Derby, ‘inaugurated that year. 
was worth $24,725 to the winner. Haste. 
During subsequent years winners of the 
Fairmount Derby included Buddy Bauer.

This brief bit of Fairmount history 
might indicate some of the potentialities 
existing in southern Illinois for a revital- 
ized Fairmount Park and its new and 
friendly neighbor. Cahokia Downs, with 
which the most cordial relations seem to 
have been established. 

A few remaining old-timers recall that 
things were not always so in southern IIli- 
nois, and that even night racing is not a 
recent innovation. Racing under artificial 
lights was tried at St. Louis as long ago 
as 1892. In 1893-1894 Alex Uhlman’s track 
at East St. Louis ran for 472 consecutive 
days (divided into two meetings of 364 
and 108 days). and wound up in a date 
conflict with the track at Madison, IIl., 
which ran free trains for patrons from St. 
Louis, 

At the same time there was winter 
racing near Chicago, at Hawthorne and 
Roby, the latter just across the Indiana 
line. At those tracks foreign books were 
operated under the stands for the accom- 
modation of persons who wished to bet 
on races elsewhere. The same things (win- 
ter racing and foreign books) at Gutten- 
berg. N. J.. were responsible for racing 
in that State being placed under a ban 
which was not lifted until Garden State 
Park opened in 1942. 

Also in 1893, Ed Corrigan, the “Old 
Master” of Hawthorne, lost his law suit 
of two years standing against the Coney 
Island Jockey Club (Sheepshead Bay) 
over the club’s refusal to recognize Cor- 
rigan’s colt. Huron, as an official starter 
in the 189] Futurity. Under the rules, 
Huron’s eligibility had become void 
through a change in ownership (his pur- 
chase by Corrigan). But Corrigan ob- 
tained a court injunction which compelled 
the track to let Huron run in the race, 
A loophole in the injunction enabled the 
officials to ignore Huron completely, even 
when he finished second to the winner, His 
Highness. The great filly. Yorkville Belle, 
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which finished third, was placed second by 
the judges, leaving Corrigan out in the 
cold, 

Among the many changes on the Turf 
since 1893 are those at Corrigan’s old 
track Hawthorne, owned since 1909 by the 
late Thomas Carey and his heirs. Haw- 
thorne has undergone many improvements 
in recent years. Those planned for 1954 
by managing director Robert F. Carey in- 
clude a new, three-level structure on the 
grandstand roof. Located there will be an 
elaborate press box and lounge with all 
modern facilities and accommodations, a 
a photographic dark room and equipment 
for transmitting wire pictures, rooms and 
verandas for the stewards and judges, 
rooms for the photo-finish camera, booths 
for the public address announcer, radio 
and television. The grandstand mezzanine 
also will undergo big changes. Haw- 
thorne’s long range program includes ele- 
vators and escalators in grandstand and 
club house, also some new brick barns. 
Two such barns, a new paddock, and vet- 
erinary quarters were built last year. 

Ben Lindheimer is planning a new 254- 
foot addition to the Washington Park 
grandstand to seat 5,500 more persons. 
The parking lot will be greatly enlarged. 
Escalator systems, serving all floors of 
the stands, will be installed at both Ar- 
lington Park and Washington Park. At 
the former track 3,500 more seats are to 
be installed. and the fourth and fifth floors 
of the grandstand are to be remodelled 
and provided with increased mutuel facil- 
ities. Trailer parks, with commissaries and 
playgrounds, are to be established at both 
tracks under Lindheimer’s control, A new 
grass training track, inside the present 
loam training track, will be ready for use 
this year. The biggest transformation in 
Chicago area tracks has taken place at 
Lincoln Fields. A modern, and _ larger, 
grandstand has replaced the one destroyed 
by fire two years ago, It will be equipped 
with elevators and escalators. The brick 
club house has been remodeled to where 
the interior is scarcely recognizable to 
old visitors. There are new entrances to 
the premises and enlarged parking lots, a 
new, relocated paddock and walking ring. 
The administration building has under- 
gone many changes, including a large and 
modernized jockey room. The racing sec- 
retary’s office has been moved to the patio. 
northernmost of the series of buildings. 

During the long interim (1943-1953) 
when the Lincoln Fields association held 
its meetings either at Hawthorne or Wash- 
ington, the track at the home plant at 
Crete was used for training purposes. The 
barns were kept in good condition and 
were used to accommodate the overflow of 
horses from Washington Park, Two new 
barns have been built and others are 
planned for the 1,000-acre property. For 
stable help, a new motel-type building has 
been constructed. With all this newness, 
Lincoln Fields still retains its familiar and 
rustic setting and scenery,

Hialeah’s Best Stakes Program; 


Andre, Bargain 


MIAMI 

There has been a marked increase in 

activity here since the holidays. And the 

tempo likely will increase as Hialeah Park 

prepares to open what is generally con- 

sidered the lushest meeting of the Miami 
winter season. 


Hialeah takes over on January 16 and 
runs through March 3, a 40-day span stud- 
ded with its finest stakes program in years. 
As usual, John C. Clark’s beautiful course 
(and new $2.500,000 club house) has 
lured many of the country’s best horses, 
particularly in the 3-year-old ranks where 
Hasty Road, *Turn-to, and Goyamo stand 
out. Their objectives here will be Hia- 
leah’s $100,000 Flamingo Stakes and Gulf- 
stream Park’s $100,000 Florida Derby. 


Whereas Tropical Park catered mainly 
to the cheaper horses, because of its low 
purses and moderate stakes (barring, of 
course, the $35.000 Tropical Handicap). 
the reverse will be true at Hialeah. There 
the visitors, now flocking in from the 
North, will be treated to racing as good as 
they are likely to see during the summer 
months at the big eastern tracks, 

An indication of the high type of sport 
expected at Hialeah is seen in the nomin- 
ations for the $50,000 McLennan Handi- 
cap at a mile and a furlong. to be run on 
Saturday, February 6. Of the 64 named. 


Claim of 1953 


31 boast a total of 66 stakes triumphs in 
1953, All but ten of the eligibles also are 
nominated for the mile and one-fourth 
Widener Handicap, worth $100,000 two 
weeks later. 

According to Everett Clay, Hialeah’s 
prolific publicist, the “name” horses nom- 
inated for both the McLennan and the 
Widener include: 

Straight Face, Sub Fleet, Olympic, Quiet 
Step, Alerted. Andre, Atalanta, Better 
Goods, Chombro, First Aid, Sunglow, *In- 
dian Hemp, *Thirteen of Diamonds, Try 
On, Landlocked, Second Avenue, Royal 
Bay Gem, Sir Mango. Ruhe, *Stan, Po- 
mace, Risque Rouge, Pet Bully, Elixir, 
*Royal Vale, Royal Governor, Grecian 
Queen, *Iceberg II. and Jamie K. 


FLORIDA DERBY. Gulfstream Park 
will make a serious bid for Far West rep- 
resentation in this year’s March 20 run- 
ning of the $100,000 Florida Derby when 
President James Donn and Director of 
Racing Horace Wade fly to Santa Anita 
in an effort to interest owners of Derby 
hopefuls in the race. 

Lon Copenhaver already has shown in- 
terest and is expected to point Brighter 
Days for the event. This colt, which piled 
up six victories in a row earlier in his ca- 
reer, likes a route and could prove tough 
at a mile and an eighth. 


Marked Game won the Christmas Handicap at Tropical Park, but if the race had 
been a few yards longer, the fast-closing Quick Fire (No. 3) would have had the. 
decision. Gulf Stream (No. 1) was third. Marked Game was bred just a few: 

miles from Tropical Park, at Carl G. Rose’s farm at Ocala, Fla. . 
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Flying horses from one track to another 
is not nearly as hazardous as it once was, 
and the Florida Derby has been program- 
med for four weeks after the Santa Anita 
Derby. That would give a California horse 
a chance to fly to the Hallandale course 
and become thoroughly acquainted with 
the running strip in advance of the Derby 
date. 

Last year Money Broker flew in from 
New Orleans and added $87,000 to his 
credit by downing a good band of 3-year- 
olds. This year there is a guaranteed $100,- 
000 to the winner. And $25,000 second 
money is not hard to take. Third and 
fourth are worth $12,000 and $7,500. 


James Donn 


Donn is not downhearted over the 
downward trend at Tropical, and expects 
bigger things at Gulfstream. 


BIG DAY. Tropical Park enjoyed its 
biggest day of the meeting January 2, 
when 14.984 sun-drenched patrons set an 
all-time betting mark for the track— 
$1,263,974. The old record was $1,182,376. 
established December 29, 1952. There must 
have been as much as $150,000 “shut out” 
because of inadequate mutuel facilities. 

The record handle hiked this year’s fig- 
ure for 32 days to $21,672,184, against 
$24,137,145 a year ago. The attendance 
jumped to 281,730, though it still is about 
10 per cent off last year’s count of 
314,698 for a comparable period. 


BIG HORSE. Andre. one of the out- 
standing bargain claims of 1953, turned 
in another notable victory in the $15,000- 
added Robert E. Lee Handicap on Jan- 
uary 2, richest race offered to date at the 
Gables plant. The 5-year-old son of Pavot— 
Miss Ferdinand, under a fine ride by 
apprentice Gene Martin, soundly whipped 
Marked Game, Alerted, Count Cain, Po- 
mace, and four other good middle-distance 
runners at a mile and a sixteenth. He 
rushed over the distance in a commend- 
able 1:4445 with 117 pounds. 


Andre, now owned by Robert J. Dienst 
of River Divide Farm, of Columbus. Ohio. 
who operates the Beulah Park race track 
in that State, was bred by the Christiana 
Stable of Wilmington, Del. He was claimed 
by Dienst, at the behest of his trainer 
Rollie Shepp, for only $5,000 at Gulf- 
stream last winter. 

Perhaps the reason Andre was some- 
what overlooked in the Robert E, Lee— 
he paid $18.50 straight—was that he had 
run a dull sixth in the Christmas Handi- 
cap. On that occasion he did encounter 
some poor racing luck. Earlier, the horse 
had taken the Ponce de Leon Handicap 
at the same meeting. 

Rollie Shepp was under medical care in 
a local hospital while Andre was driving 
to victory in the Robert E. Lee. Subbing 
for the ailing trainer was “Sarge” Swenke, 
quite a man himself with a horse. Alsab. 
for instance, 

The Robert E. Lee actually was not 
truly run, Elixir, winner of the race last 
winter, was practically left at the post. 
Quick Fire also got away to a straggling 
start. 

Hasty House Farm’s fast sprinter Po- 
mace was tested for the first time at a 
route in the Robert E. Lee. What he did 
probably convinced trainer Harry Trotsek 
that sprinting is his main dish. After set- 
ting the pace for six furlongs. Pomace 
drifted out and stopped badly. 

Alerted, making his 92nd start. evident- 
ly did not like the track. At least, trainer 
Ray DeStefano thought the strip was too 
fast. He was on the verge of scratching 
the “iron horse” but decided at the last 
minute to run him anyway. 


COMPENSATION. Although Pomace 
disappointed Trotsek and the Allie Reu- 
bens of Hasty House Farm, they managed 
to open the 1954-season on a happy note 
when Torch of War accounted for the 
New Year Handicap. Trotsek plans to 
run Queen Hopeful, one of 1953’s top 2- 
year-old fillies, in the $15,000-added Jas- 
mine Stakes at six furlongs. at Hialeah 
Park on January 20. This is exclusively 
for 3-year-old fillies. Trotsek also plans 
to ship Sea O Erin to the Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans for a stakes engagerhent 
there. 


GOODIES. Woolford Farm’s grand old 
gelding Delegate celebrated his tenth birth- 
day on January 1. This occasion was duly 
noted by. his closest friend, trainer Bill 
Stephens, who gave him a birthday party 
at Hialeah, where he spends the winters. 
There was a cake with trimming that 
read, “Happy Birthday Delegate.” and 
ten fat carrots on the top. Delegate finished 
off the carrot candles in a hurry, then 
took an experimental lick at the icing. 
The old fellow has compiled a unique rec- 
ord of having won at least one stakes race 
a year for seven years. He has finished 
in the money in 5] stakes, and won 17 of 
the biggest events during .his. eight years 
of campaigning. 


Keeneland’s Gifts 


The Keeneland Association contributed 
$98.018.08 to research, education, and 
charity during 1953, according to a report 
released by the track this week. 


Of this total, the Keeneland Founda- 
tion received $73,018.08. It will use the 
money to continue its support of “agricul- 
tural research and other similar projects 
at the University of Kentucky,” the report 
said. 


Other organizations which received 
grants include: Community Chest of Lex- 
ington and Fayette County, $5,000; Friends 
of Kentucky Libraries (the Bookmobile 
project), $3,000; Frontier Nursing Serv- 
ice, $3,000; Transylvania College, Lexing- 
ton, $7,500; March of Dimes, $1,000; Ken- 
tucky division of the American Cancer So- 
ciety, $1,500; American Red Cross, $1,000; 
and community charities of six central 
Kentucky counties, $3,000. 


Of the grant to the University of Ken- 
tucky, $15,000 will go to the University’s 
Department of Animal Pathology to ex- 
pand a diagnostic service offered free to 
the State’s farmers. Dr. Robert F. Behlow, 
a young veterinarian from Cleveland was 
employed by the department last week, 
and his salary will come out of the $15,000. 
Two other veterinarians also will be em- 
ployed with the money. 


Said Dr. Floyd Hull, head of the de- 
partment: “We are pleased that the 
Keeneland Foundation grant will enable 
us to add to and improve our diagnostic 
service, After all, diagnostic work is the 
front door to research problems. . . .” 

The foundation is the agency set up by 
officials of Keeneland Race Course to ad- 
minister and distribute funds accumulated 
by the non-profit track. The grants have 
made possible continuing research in nu- 
tritional diseases of animals, equine virus 
abortion. and jaundice in new-born foals. 


STRATTON SALE 


All Thoroughbreds owned by George 
W. Stratton and located at his Circle S 
Ranch, Canoga Park, Calif., will be sold 
at auction January 18 at the ranch. The 
Fasig-Tipton Company is arranging the 
sale; George Swinebroad is auctioneer.

Later that 
year he won the Tomasello Memorial Handicap at 
Suffolk Downs and the Ponce de Leon Handicap at 
Tropical Park and earned $66,675. In his first two 
seasons of racing, he won only twice, earned 
$8,590. 

Farm, Lexing- 
ton, had two other stakes winners in 1953. 

Miss Ferdinand, herself a stakes winner, has 
produced two stakes horses—Andre and Sea Snack 
—and Oberod, which placed in stakes. She has 
had four other winners.

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GREENTREE TRAINER GEORGE PooLe Has Broucut STRAIGHT Face ALONG 


On January 4, Straight Face, Greentree 
Stable’s 4-year-old Count Fleet gelding 
made his first start since the 1953 Ken- 
tucky Derby. With Ted Atkinson up he 
ran six furlongs (the Ipswich Purse) in 
1:10%5 at Tropical Park—and won easily. 


Straight Face, under 118 pounds, shared 
second highest weight with Better Goods. 
F. W. Hooper’s Olmpic, which finished 
last in the seven-horse field, had 120 
pounds. 


The Ipswich drew an exceptionally good 
field for a $2,500 race. In the order of 
finish behind Straight Face were Jimminy 
Baxter. Bated Breath, Red Charger, Win- 
ning Stride, and Better Goods and Olym- 
pic. Straight Face went to the front im- 
mediately, ~and, according -to- the ‘chart, 
“won with speed in reserve.” 


With Greentree’s Tom Fool _ retired, 
Straight Face probably will take over as 
the stable’s leading handicap horse. The 
winner of the 1953 Flamingo Stakes was 
highly regarded early last year, and it 
was thought he would give the most 
trouble to Alfred Vanderbilt’s Native 
Dancer. After his good Florida campaign, 
he was taken to Keeneland for the spring 
meeting. He did poorly there, failed to 
measure up at Churchill Downs, so the 
stable retired him for the season, 


George Poole, assistant trainer for 
Greentree Farm, has been principally re- 
sponsible for bringing Straight Face along. 
Poole managed his Florida campaign last 
year, took him to Keelenand and Church- 
ill. Downs, stayed with him in New York 
last summer. 
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Vitamins and the Horse in Training 


The vitamins are important for good 
performance in muscular activity. If the 
body and the ration contain sufficient vita- 
mins, an overload of vitamins will not im- 
prove performance. A great deal of money 
has been spent by owners and trainers in 
supplying the horse with all kinds of 
vitamins with the hope of improving the 
animal’s condition. Vitamins will not make 
the horse run faster, What they may do 
is to increase the animal’s endurance to 
carry its basic speed a greater distance. 
If there happens to be a vitamin deficiency, 
and the missing vitamins are supplied over 
a period of time, then performance may be 
improved. Vitamins are stored to some 
extent in the animal’s body for use when 
the ration is low in vitamin content. 


Vitamins are organic compounds found 
in foodstuffs, and animal tissues. The ani- 
mal body sometimes has the power to man- 
ufacture certain ones of them. These com- 
pounds are necessary for certain physi- 
ological processes to occur. At times they 
act as enzymes, and at other times they 
act as hormones. Sir Frederick: Gowland 
Hopkins was one of the first to state that 
animals could not live only on proteins, 
fats, carbohydrates, and minerals, without 
some other yet unknown substance being 
present. This substance was discovered in 
1911 and was at first called “vitamine” 
because it was thought to contain an amine 
group. Since 1911 other vitamins have 
been discovered, and possibly others are 
to be discovered, 


A deficiency of one or more vitamins 
will effect physiological function, be it in 
the muscle, in the heart, or in any other 
organ where their presence is essential. 
The Thoroughbred in training is an ath- 
lete, and the work that is cut out for it 
is totally different from a farm horse’s 
labor. Therefore the vitamin requirements 
may be different. 


The Thoroughbred is a “stress” animal, 
a highly sensitive and nervous performer. 
It is an animal that is asked to develop a 
large amount of horsepower in a period 
of from one to three minutes. The oxida- 
tions that occur in the Thoroughbred’s 
body are at a higher pitch, and therefore 
vitamins are put to greater stress. This 
results in the stored vitamins being put to 
use sooner. A Thoroughbred is more likely 
to be deficient in certain vitamins than a 
farm horse. Research must be done on the 
race horse to get a clearer picture of the 
vitamin needs of this animal. Too long 
has the farm horse been used as a stand- 
ard, 


If the Thoroughbred in training were 
fed green forage, or if it could be in pas- 
ture during the racing season, it would be 
supplied with the essential vitamins, The 
animal would be in the open most of the 


The following comments on the vitamin 
requirements of the race horse in training 
are taken from the chapter on “Diet and 
Exercise” in an unpublished manuscript 
prepared by Dr. Joseph U. Bonanno, a 
Bronx physician with a long-standing in- 
terest in horses and racing. Title of Dr. 
Bonnano’s book is SIMPLIFIED PHYsI- 
OLOGY for Owners and Trainers of Thor- 
oughbred Horses in Training. Publication 
plans have not been made as yet. 


day and would absorb enough sunlight to 
produce its own vitamin D. Its bones and 
ligaments would be stronger, and there 
probably would be less lameness. 

The race horse in training today. on 
the average, presents the following picture. 
The animal is led out of the barn in the 
early morning when the ultra-violet radia- 
tion of the sun is at its lowest. and it is 
taken to the track for a workout. After the 
workout it is led back, sponged. and often 
is allowed to cool off under the shed. When 
the animal cools off, it is led into the stall, 
and there it remains most of the day look- 
ing out of the doorway and _ perhaps 
wishing to be back on the farm. Since fa- 
cilities at the race track are what they 
are, this of necessity must be the routine. 
especially if a trainer has many horses 
under his care. 

The horse is fed two principal items. 
oats and hay. Oats contain very little 
vitamin A and much less vitamin D, The 
calcium-phosphorus ratio is lopsided, and 
there is lacking- the amino acid glycine. 
Hay has a good supply of vitamin A in 
the form of carotene. The vitamin D con- 
tent varies with different hays, being high- 


est in alfalfa hay. Hay contains less of 


the vitamin B group than do oats. 

There is no guarantee that a balanced 
ration will supply the proper amounts of 
vitamins. because of several factors. The 
soil from which the foodstuffs grew may 
have been in poor condition, staleness and 
deteorioration may alter the vitamin con- 
tent. and heat from cooking mashes may 
destroy some vitamins. : 

The horse is able to manufacture vitamin 
C. and the bacteria in the large intestine 
produces a certain amount of the B group 
of vitamins, plus vitamin K. With this 
brief introduction as background, and 
keeping in mind that the Thoroughbred is 
a “stress” animal, the separate vitamins 
will be briefly discussed. 

VITAMIN A is fat-soluble. and is found 
in the form af carotene in green plants 
and in carrots and other yellow roots. It 
is also found in seeds, and certain grains 
of yellow and green color, Hays contain a 
good quantity of vitamin A. There is little 


loss of vitamin A from storage, but dehy. 
dration causes excessive loss. Natural 
vitamin A is found in fish oils and fish 
liver. 

Carotene is changed into vitamin A after 
it gets into the blood stream and is taken 
to the liver. The liver stores great quanti- 
ties, but if the liver is damaged or dis. 
eased, or if the animal is ill, especially 
if it has had an intestinal condition. or 
a respiratory infection, little vitamin A is 
stored. Large quantities of vitamin A 
should be given if the animal has been il] 
and is put into training. 


Recently experiments have shown that 
physical fitness in athletes can be deter. 
mined by the amount of carotene in the 
blood after brief and strenuous exercise, 
According to Science News Letter, (De- 
cember 5, 1953, page 361), strenuous ex- 
ercise causes the body to change carotene 
into vitamin A much faster; however, in a 
fit person, the opposite effect takes place. 
Tests were conducted by Drs. William 
H. James, and Ibrahim M. ElGindi, of the 
Agricultural Experimental Station, Baton 
Rouge. La. Twelve members from the 
Louisiana State University track team were 
tested. It was found that the athlete who 
had an increase of 106 per cent of vitamin 
A in the blood was in poor condition, 
whereas the only athlete who showed 4 
decrease in vitamin A was in excellent 
physical condition. 


THE B GROUP of vitamins is water 
soluble. These vitamins play an important 
role in stress situations such as illness, in- 
jury. burns, ete. The National Research 
Council’s Publication No. 234 gives an 
authoritative account of the role of these 
vitamins in stress conditions. 


The first of these vitamins is thiamine, 
or vitamin B,. The body does not store 
much of this vitamin in the tissues, there- 
fore a deficiency can easily be encounter- 
ed, with subsequent loss of appetite, nerve 
disturbance, and fatigue, This vitamin is 
necessary for the metabolism of carbohy- 
drates. Whenever an excess of carbohy- 
drate is given, there should also be an in- 
crease of this vitamin, either in the ration 
or by supplementation. Since carbohydrate 
metabolism is increased during physical 
exertion, it is important that vitamin B, 
be available in quantity. If trainers give 
any sulfa drugs or antibiotics to the horse, 
it is best that they supplement with thé 
vitamin B group, because the synthesis of 
these vitamins is impaired in the large 
intestine. 

Riboflavin. or vitamin B. plays a role in 
protein metablism. The vitamin associates 
itself to the protein molecule as the pro 
tein is being built up. When the protein 
breaks down, the riboflavin is excreted

Early last year Michigan’s one-man 
racing commission, James H. Inglis, an- 
nounced that he was withholding racing 
dates for the Hazel Park Racing Associa- 
tion until the association removed “unde- 
sirables” from its list of controlling stock- 
holders. Later the commissioner produced 
a list of names of those he considered un- 
desirable, even made the list public. 


The rumble could be heard to Kalkaska. 
Hazel Park brought a civil suit to force 
Inglis to give it dates, and one of Inglis’ 
undesirables sued him for libel. Hazel 
Park won, but the libel suit hasn’t come to 
trial. 


Last month, grumbling out loud about 
Hazel Park, the commissioner . said he 
would make another effort to force the 
track to clean up its list of stockholders. 
He said he had dug up some “adverse 
police records” on a few stockholders, ask- 
ed the attorney general’s office if his new 
information was good enough to hold back 
Hazel Park’s dates. 


Last week, before receiving a negative 
reply from the State’s attorney, Inglis drop- 
ped his loudest blockbuster. Hazel Park 
should give up Thoroughbred racing. he 
said; and should be a harness track. The 
Wolverine Harness Raceway, until now a 
tenant of the Michigan Racing Association 
(Detroit race track), should leave Detroit 
and set up new headquarters at Hazel 
Park. The Hazel Park track then would be 
host to its own and the Wolverine harness 
meeting, and Detroit race track would be 
left all of Michigan’s Thoroughbred 
racing. 

Inglis said the Detroit track was best for 
flat racing “because it is a mile track, 
while Hazel Park is best for harness racing 
because it is five-eighths of a mile.” 


If these changes cannot be made. Inglis 
would cut Hazel Park’s dates from 57 to 
44 days, 22 days at the opening and 22 
at the end of the Michigan season, and 
Detroit would get about 70 days in the 
middle of the season. 

Sample comment from the Detroit and 
Hazel Park tracks was one from John 
Monaghan, secretary of the Hazel Park 
Racing Association: “I am amazed.” 

George Haggarty, vice president of the 
Michigan Racing Association: “When I 
first heard Mr. Inglis’ idea, I didn’t think 
he was serious. He assured me he was, so 
I told him to let me present it to our board 
of directors and consult all parties in- 
volved.” 

Don MacFarlane, attorney for the Wol- 
verine Raceway and the Hazel Park Har- 
ness Raceway: “It’s impossible. There are 
property rights involved which form too 
many legal barriers.” 

_Fred Van Lennep, president of the Wol- 


verine: “We are definitely not interested 
in moving.” 

Weldo Andrews, vice president of Hazel 
Park: “This is a bald-faced attempt to 
illegally seize our property. Hazel Park 
Racing Association will fight this scheme 
to the last ditch. Rumors of these plans 
had filtered to us, but were unbelievable. 
Now, however, it is obvious that Inglis has 
secretly been plotting the ruin of Hazel 
Park Racing Association, We are confi- 
dent that the other race tracks will never 
join in any such plot. How can Inglis 
justify secretly discussing the very life 
blood of our corporation without once 
consulting us?” 

James V. Bellanca, vice president of 
Hazel Park: “Mr. Inglis does not seem to 
be happy unless he keeps racing in con- 
stant turmoil, This incredible scheme of 
his can do nothing but snarl all racing 
plans for 1954, until the true purposes 
are exposed. . . . Hazel Park expects to 
race in 1954, in accordance with a fair 
allocation of racing dates to all tracks. 
and it will do everything within its legal 
power to stop Mr. Inglis from his discrim- 
inatory and capricious abuse of his 
powers.” 


Ohio Dates, Rules, and Protests 


The Ohio State Racing Commission last 
week awarded 1954 racing dates for five 
of the State’s eight Thoroughbred tracks 
and four of the State’s trotting tracks. 
No action was taken on applications from 
Fort Miami, Ascot Park. and Hamilton 
race tracks. 


None of the five tracks granted dates 
received as many days as requested. Beu- 
lah Park, ThistlkeDown, River Downs. Ran- 
dall Park, and Cranwood each requested 
44 days, and each received 42 days. 

(Gov, Frank Lausche recently said that 
Ohio had “too much racing.”’) 

Seven different organizations have ap- 
plied for dates at the Fort Miami track, 
near Toledo. The commission said no ac- 
tion would be taken until a decision is 
given in a suit which has been filed by 
Fort Miami Raceways, which operated the 
track last year, against the Lucas County 
Agricultural Society, which owns the 
track. 

The commission is investigating a lease 
arrangement for Ascot, and will not grant 
any dates until the investigation is fin- 
ished, 

Zoltan Gombos, chairman of the com- 
mission, said that Hamilton temporarily 
was denied dates because the commission 
wanted to investigate “charges that have 
been made” against the track. Gombos did 
not say what the charges were. 

In addition to assigning dates, the com- 
mission passed several new rules, most of 
which were opposed by the tracks. The 
two rules which caused the greatest con- 
troversy, and which may result in court 
action against the commission, are: 


1. No track may stage more than eight 
races a day, except on Saturdays or holi- 
days, when nine will be permitted. (This 
rule was suggested by Governor Lausche.) 

2. All tracks with a daily average mu- 
tuel handle of $200,000 or more must in. 
stall infield totalizators which show the 
amount bet on each horse in the win, 
place. and show pools. 


This last ruling will apply to Beulah 
Park. River Downs. Ascot Park, Cran. 
wood. Randall Park, and ThistleDown. 
Randall and ThistleDown already have the 
required equipment, The other four tracks 
protested the rule when it was proposed 
at the last meeting of the commission. 

Other rules adopted are: 

3. The tracks must establish consola- 
tion daily doubles. This means that if a 
horse is scratched in the second half of the 
daily double. bettors who hold a_ ticket 
coupling the first winner with the scratch- 
ed horse will receive a percentage of the 
daily-double pool, rather than a refund. 

4. The tracks must pay for saliva tests 
for all winners. Previously, the commission 
and the tracks shared the expense of saliva 
tests. 

Two race track officials expressed gen- 
eral dissatisfaction with the commission’s 
rulings. Elmer Vickers, general manager 
of Randall Park, the State’s biggest track, 
said the rule which cut the number of 
races from nine to eight a day would 
cost his track $450.000 in 1954. Vickers 
also objected to a policy of giving the 
smaller tracks the same number of days 
as the larger tracks, such as Randall Park. 

Robert J. Dienst, president and general 
manager of Beulah Park, complained that 
the dates assigned by the commission de- 
prived Beulah Park of two Saturdays,

An application to build a third race 
track in the Detroit area has been filed 
with James H. Inglis, Michigan racing 
commissioner. The petitioner is the Flat 
Rock Racing Association, whose spokes- 
man is Dr. B. T. Bratt. 

Dr. Bratt tried to promote a new track 
in Warren Township last fall. but the deal 
fell through when the community’s plan 
ning and zoning board refused to rezone 
the property to racing use. << 

In discussing the Detroit track this week. 
Dr. Bratt said the racing association was 
prepared to spend $3,000,000 for a one- 
mile track. He said he and his associates 
would build the track at Telegraph and 
Newburg Roads, site of a quarter-mile au- 
tomobile racing strip. 

The association would begin construc-

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VITAMINS AND THE HORSE

in the urine. “Moon blindness” can be pre- 
vented if sufficient riboflavin is supplied 
in the ration or as a supplement, 

Niacin (nicotinic acid) and niacinamide 
are important in carbohydrate metabolism, 
and like thiamine. must be supplied in 
quantity when carbohydrate metabolism is 
increased, Niacin prevents pellagra, and 
is closely associated with protein intake. 
The more protein taken in, the more nia- 
cin in the tissues. and vice versa. If the 
ration contains protein low in tryptophane, 
such as corn, rice bran, barley grain, and 
possibly oats, it must be strengthened with 
the addition of niacin. 

Pantothenic acid requirements are not 
completely known. Like riboflavin, it is 
closely bound with protein build-up. It 
has a close tie with the adrenal gland, 
and when it is deficient, the adrenal gland 
is put under extra stress. It is therefore 
wise to include this vitamin in the ration 
of our “stress” animal, 

Pyridoxine is important in _ protein 
metabolism. It also assists in the conver- 
sion of tryptophane into nicotinic acid. 

Folic acid is necessary in the ration be- 
cause it is a blood builder. It is stored in 
the liver. and the more protein that is 
taken in, the more of this vitamin is stored. 
Since training puts a strain on the red 
blood cells. the inclusion of this vitamin 
in the ration is necessary. 

Vitamin B,. is found in the liver and 
prevents anemia from developing. In com- 
bination with folic acid it helps maintain 
normal blood cell concentration. 

Inositol. choline. and para-amino-ben- 
zoic acid are considered to be in the B 
group. but their requirements are not fully 
understood at present. 

It seems that these B group vitamins are 
necessary in stress conditions, The amount 
that the horse gets in its ration, plus the 
amount manufactured in the intestine, may 
be sufficient for a farm horse, but the 
horse in training may need these vitamins 
as supplements, because of the stress and 
strain of training. 


VITAMIN C is water-soluble. The horse 
is able to manufacture this vitamin from 
the foodstuffs suplied. If for some reason 
a deficiency occurs, it is best to supply this 
vitamin by injection, because if it is 
given by mouth most of it will be de- 
stroyed in the process of digestion and 
oxidation. The animal loses a_ certain 
amount of it in the sweat, and does not 
store much of it in the tissues. 

Vitamin C is perhaps important in stress 
conditions. The adrenal gland is in need 
of this vitamin, especially during the stress 
and strain of physical activity. Whether the 
animal will be benefited with an injection 
of this vitamin a day or two before a race 
is yet to be noted. 


VITAMIN D is fat-soluble. In the horse

Here is what I believe is one of the 
rarest old-time jockey pictures in exis- 
tence. It shows the leading riders of 1891. 

In the usual order along the back row 
are: 

Fred Littlefield, who rode for A. J. and 
D. H. Morris when their stable was in its 
prime, won a Preakness, on Refund in 
1888, and was up on Bowling Brook when 
he beat Hamburg in the Belmont Stakes 
of 1898. 

Alex Covington rode for Green B. Mor- 
ris, won the American Derby in 1891 on 
Strathmeath and the Brooklyn Derby in 
1892 on Judge Murrow. 

George Miller rode for many years for 
August Belmont. 


George Taylor rode for the Dwyer 
brothers, was a top-notch rider, 
Shelby (Pike) Barnes rode Proctor 


Knott to victory in the first Belmont Fu- 
turity. He also won the Brooklyn Handicap 
of 1891 on Teeny. 

William Hayward had been around for 
many years when this picture was taken. 
but he still was good for a few more years. 
He rode Morello to victory in the Futurity 
of 1892. 

Harry (Chippy) Ray lived until Oc- 


tober. 1951, and was a familiar figure 


around New York race tracks, 

John Lamley rode for Bill Daly and for 
the Dwyer brothers. 

Robert (Teeh) Williams. successful 
rider for many years. probably enjoyed his 
greatest victory on Carlsbad in the Amer- 
ican Derby of 1892. 

In the center: 

Isaac Murphy probably was the greatest 
Negro jockey of all time and one of the 
best who ever rode. He won three Ken- 
tucky Derbies. four American Derbies. 

Willie Simms. next to Murphy, also was 
one of the best of the Negro jockeys, but 
not as successful as Murphy. 

Along the front row: 

Fred Taral rode the great Domino, was 
one of the outstanding of his time. 

Anthony Hamilton broke in with Billy 
Lakeland and was one of the most popular 
jockeys here and in England for many 
years. 

Tom Kiley won the American Derby two 
years in a row—1889 on Spokane and 
1890 on Uncle Bob. He was on Spokane 
when that good horse broke Kentuckians’ 
heart by beating Proctor Knott in the Ken- 
tucky Derby of 1889. 

Marty Bergen was on Salvator when he 

set the mile record at old Monmouth Park.

Widener New Patrol Chief 


The new chief of the Fayette County 
(Ky.) police department (called the 
County Patrol in local circles) is P. A. B. 
Widener III. former owner of Elmendorf 
Farm, now proprietor of the 400-acre Elk 
Hill Farm. 

The new chief—he’s a 28-year-old Den- 
ocrat—was appointed last week by 
a recently elected Republican County 
Judge. He will receive a token salary of

Mile High King 


by Cy Cress 


When Robert E, Jones pulls on his Stet- 
son and hits the dry. frosty air of Little- 
ton. Colo., it means another work day has 
begun on King Cole Farm. Jones doesn’t 
mind the frost. the getting up before day- 
light. the early feeding of 42 head of 
horses. because he likes his work better 
than most. 

Horses are as close to Jones as his hat. 
Since boyhood days on his father’s ranch 
in Wyoming, his life never has been away 
from horses. Jones started with ranch 
horses in Wyoming. and today he is one 
of a half-dozen Colorado stockmen whose 
main farm program is breeding and racing 
running horses, 

Jones is not a newcomer in the Thor- 
oughbred field. but he has gained prom- 
inence as a race horse breeder only since 
the return of racing to Colorado in 1950. 
That was his first year at King Cole Farm. 

His three years here have shown grad- 
ual but marked development in the trans- 
formation of a 260-acre, crop and dairy 
farm into a handy, workable, nearly self- 
suficient stud farm. Prior to his move to 
the Littleton area, Jones raised. sold, and 
showed horses on his ranch near Monu- 
ment, Colorado, For 12 years Jones and 
his wife Leila developed top-class jumpers 
which they showed at Ft. Worth. Kansas 
City. Denver, as well as at local horse 
shows in and near Colorado Springs. 

Drought and the government’s discon- 
tinuance of its remount program—which 
previously had been a big outlet for Jones’ 
stock—led him to dispose of his mares 
and property at Monument. This move 
naturally led him to running horses, and 
soon after the sale he made his first trip to 
Lexington to buy broodmares. 

That was five years ago. There followed 
in succession a first try at the races at 
Raton, N. M.. where fire marred the meet- 
ing and destroyed one of his promising 
colts, the move back to Colorado, and the 
establishment of King Cole Farm. 

King Cole Farm, in the scenic South 
Platte River Valley, about 15 miles south 
of Denver, reflects much of the rugged 
grandeur of the nearby foothill country 
to the west. A collection of tall silver 
spruce trees surrounds the homestead. 
forming a tidy windbreak. The trees are 
a landmark, and you can see them a half 
mile away in either direction. 

The farm lies well, and 190 of its 260 
acres are irrigated for oats, hay, and 
permanent pasture. Ten acres are set 
aside as an exercise paddock, and the re- 
maining 60, known as “dryland.” are

sown to crested wheat grass which fur- 
nishes spring and fall pasture. 

The farm raises all the feed required 
by its 42 head of horses. Though not a 
show farm, it is nevertheless a neat, well- 
organized operation. It’s a handy farm to 
work, and Jones points out that a two-man 
staff can do an adequate job.

Buildings are well grouped. close 
enough for convenience, yet spaced for 
fire protection, Most of the farm land is 
sandy loam, the first bench above the 
South Platte River. which borders the 
farm to the east. 

Water, so often the problem of western 
stockgrowers, is plentiful on the Jones 
place. Artesian wells provide stock with 
drinking water 24 hours a day in all pad- 
docks; a sprinkler system and mobile 
pump, which draws water from a cross- 
country irrigation ditch, supplies crops and 
pasture needs, At present, Jones is allotted 
26-acre-feet of water annually from the 
ditch company, ample water to take care 
of all his farm needs. 

The farm gets its name from King Cole 
(Pharamond I]—Golden Melody). favor- 
ite stallion of the Jones household, which 
died in 1952, That was a bad-luck year, 
marked also by the death of the farm’s 
other stallion, Lovely Night. In January of 
1952 Jones bought the stallion Grand Pere, 
by *Beau Pere out of *Brave Berd. win- 
ner of over $100,000 at Hollywood Park. 
He also is standing Little Nipper, by 
Heelfly. a first-year stud owned by J. B. 
Allison. 

There are nine broodmares on the farm, 
five owned by Jones. and four by Allison, 
which the farm is keeping on shares.

Bay. by Donna, which have had nothing 
to race, 

Glacier Park, by *Hairan. No living 
foals. 

Moonlight Bay, by *Louvern. She had 
one promising colt to race which started 
once and placed, later was destroyed in 
a track fire. 

Saukoo, by Saunter. She has had two 
fillies to race, both winners, and one has 
placed in stakes. 


Cinder and cement block have been 
utilized in new construction, but most of 
the farm buildings are frame. Fifteen box 
stalls, of the one-door variety, house Jones’ 
stallions and broodmares. Newest of the 
farm buildings—a 7-stall cinder block 
barn—faces south with a large canopy over 
the front. Jones has found that the south- 
ern exposure and overhanging roof pro- 
vide an ideal arrangement, utilizing the 
winter’s sun to fullest advantage. In sum- 
mer the extended roof furnishes a shady 
area most of the day. 

The floors of all stalls are bedded with

The entire farm, from homestead te 
barns. has a well-ordered look. The Jones’ 
home, a pleasant two-story, clapboard 
structure. as well as the barns and numer- 
ous farm buildings are well kept and paint- 
ed white. Since 1950 a new barn has beer 
built: another, about 15 years old. has 
been remodeled. 


straw. Manure is never piled, neither win- 
ter nor summer, but placed in a tractor- 
drawn manure spreader and spread daily 
on the crop land, Jones makes it a prac- 
tice not to use manure on pastures; he 
uses commercial phosphate fertilizers on 
grazing land. Soil tests have shown suf- 
ficient calcium on the farm, so lime is no 
problem. 

Jones is a strict adherent to rotational 
grazing—but for good farm-management 
qualities. rather than its parasite-control 
virtues, 

“Worms don’t seem to be a problem with 
us.” he says. Rapid temperature changes, 
low rainfall, severe winters, plus the mile- 


115 
high altitude at King Cole are not healthy 
for parasites, 

However, to be on the safe side, Jones 
feeds low-level doses of phenothiazine and 
has been doing so since he’s had Thorough- 
breds at the farm. He doesn’t follow a set 
schedule with fecal counts and gathers 
samples only on young stock, plus any 
others that show signs of needing atten- 
tion. He feeds twice a day, at six in the 
morning and at four in the afternoon, and 
he doesn’t use any supplements, other than 
occasional additions of black strap mo- 
lasses to winter feed during the colder 
months. When weather permits (which is 
almost every day), he keeps his horses 
outside. 

Jones raises all of the feed required by 
his stock, He grows a short, heavy white 
oat, averaging 44 pounds per bushel. He 
likes clover or alfalfa hay because of their 
high Vitamin A content and feels that the 
short grazing season at King Cole Farm 
(about six months out of the year in the 
Platte River Valley) demands their use. 

Life at King Cole Farm is exacting, re- 
quires constant work and attention. But 
Jones has faith in his business and in 
Colorado’s new industry. 

“I think we’ve made great progress for 
such a short time: racing is definitely 
established, and now all we have to do is 
grow.”

in training it is essential because it plays 
an important role in calcium and _ phos. 
phorus metabolism, The bones of horses 
that have a deficiency of the D vitamin 
become porous and weak, the ligaments 
have a tendency to loosen up, and joint 
action may be impaired. The horse jn 
training receives little sunlight, therefore 
the amount of vitamin D produced by the 
animal’s body is less than that of a farm 
horse. Whether the vitamin content in the 
roughage fed is sufficient, is yet to be ade. 
quately answered. 


VITAMIN E is fat-soluble. Some syn- 
thetic preparations are water-soluble. It is 
believed that vitamin E plays a role in 
muscle physiology and metabolism. How 
much the horse in training is in need of 
this vitamin has not been determined. It is 
believed by some that the horse in training 
gets sufficient vitamin E in the ration sup. 
plied at the track. 


VITAMIN K is fat-soluble. It is found 
abundantly in leaves. Most animals have 
the ability to manufacture this vitamin by 
the action of the bacteria in the intestinal 
track, If the horse has been suffering from 


intestinal disorders, it is probably advis- | 


able to supplement vitamin K with bile 
salts. 


Since the exact vitamin requirements 
for horses in training are not known, it 
is perhaps wise to administer these vita- 
mins as supplements, until more detailed 
knowledge becomes available. 

It is best to have a veterinarian diag- 
nose vitamin deficiencies in the animal, 
and to prescribe the supplements. The 
trainer will find in the long run that he 
will save money. 

Below is a brief description of general 
symptoms due to vitamin deficiency. 


Vitamin A. Night blindness. conjunctivitis, visual 
disturbances, lowered vitality, impaired resistance 
to infections. disturbed .growth, develop- 
ment, porous bones, skin eruptions. 

Vitamin B-1. Distaste for food, bloating after eat- 
ing, digestive disturbances, muscle tenderness, 
listlessness, fatigability, neuritis. 

Vitamin B-2. Retarded growth, skin rashes, eye 
symptoms, “moon blindness,” and intestinal dis- 
orders. 

Niacin. Pellagra. skin rashes, sore tongue, diarrhea, 
nerve disorders. 

Pantothenic Acid. Poor growth, skin rashes, poor 
appetite, nerve disorders. 

Pyridoxin. Similar to pantothenic acid. 

Choline. Fatty degeneration of the liver, increased 
fat deposits. 

Biotin. Lowering of body resistance to infection. 

Folic Acid. Megaloblastic anemia. 

Vitamin B-12. Anemia. 

Inositol. Similar to choline. 

Vitamin C. Bieeding of the mucous -membranes, 
skin hemorrhages, increased capillary fragility, 
scurvy. 

Vitamin D. Rickets, poor muscular development, 
poor tooth development, lowered vitality, relax- 
ation of ligaments, decreased blood calcium. 

Vitamin E. Decreased muscular contractibility, 
habitual abortion, and possibly sterility. 

Vitamin K. Increased clotting time.

Illinois Notes 


CHICAGO 
The good sprinter Roman Bath is a 
welcome newcomer to the ranks of Thor- 
oughbred stallions which will stand in Illi- 
nois this year, The decision to retire the 
dark. 7-year-old son of Roman—War 
Swept. by Man o° War. was announced re- 
cently by his owner, Edwin C, Roth. Chi- 
cago coal dealer. 


Still in training at New Orleans when 
the announcement was made, Roman Bath 
will be moved soon to the Locust Lawn 
Farm of Paul Serdar. chairman of the 
illinois Racing Board. At Locust Lawn, 
near Wadsworth. about 40 miles north of 
Chicago, Roman Bath will join three 
other stallions—Count Domino (Reigh 
Count—Stricken, by Pennant), Parasang 
(Halcyon—*Eastern Pageant. by Grand 
Parade), and Corona Corona (*Sir Galla- 
had I1I—Smoke Pot. by *St. Germans). 

The Whitney-bred Parasang was a stakes 
winner of 29 races and more than $100,000. 
Corona Corona was one of the crack 
sprinters of his day, and Count Domino 
was the fastest horse ever owned by Royce 
G. Martin. (If you don’t believe the latter 
statement, ask Mr. Martin.) Count Dom- 
ino’s daughter, Adaption, holds the Amer- 
ican record for six furlongs on a grass 
course, 1:10 at Washington Park. 

Roman Bath is a stakes winner of 15 
races and $103,096. Most of his acquain- 
tances will agree he was even better than 
his record reveals. His career was inter- 
rupted twice by serious injuries. 

A foal of 1947, he was bred by Mere- 
worth Farm. Consigned to the Keeneland 
yearling sales in 1948, he was purchased 
for $20,000 by Roscoe Goose, acting as 
agent for John (Futurity King) Marsch. 
For that wealthy Chicagoan, Roman Bath 
won the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap and 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes at two. 

The next year he was purchased by Allie 
and Billie Reuben of Hasty House Farm, 
who were building up their stable by 
buying “made” horses. Following injuries 
and a period of convalescence at Tollie 
Young’s Creekview Farm at Paris, Ky., 
Roman Bath returned to the races in 1951. 
He won the Crete Handicap, finished sec- 
ond to his stablemate Wine List in the 
Edward J. Fleming Handicap, was second 
to Johns Joy in both the Myrtlewood and 
Churchill Downs Handicaps. He was ac- 
quired by Roth in Florida last winter, and 
won twice for his new owner. 

In recent months Roth’s stable has been 


‘trained by his son Edwin Roth Jr., whose 


Christmas greetings included one from 
his draft board. The Roth stable had been 
reduced by claims and sales to two or 
three horses, so the elder Roth decided to 
retire both himself and Roman Bath. 
Within a few days after his retirement 
was announced, several mares were booked 
to Roman Bath. It is understood Harry 


Trotsek, who trained Roman Bath fo, 
Hasty House Farm, is planning to send 
some mares to his court. 


JORDAN’S BACK. Friends everywhere 
will be glad to know Elmo Jordan. presi. 
dent of the Illinois Thoroughbred Breeder, 
Association, is home in Chicago afte 
several weeks in a hospital in St. Louis. 
Last October he fractured some vertebrae 
in his neck in a fall from a hay loft oy 
his brother’s farm in Southern Illinois, 4 
delicate operation was necessary.

Background Notes 
On Ohio Dates 


The Ohio State Racing Commission last 
week ended its month-long deliberations 
on Ohio racing dates. It awarded dates to 
five of the State’s race tracks (see Tracks 
and Meetings) and made a few new rules 
for 1954. 


Dates went to Beulah Park, Thistle- 
Down, River Downs, Randall Park, and 
Cranwood—all asked for the statutory 
maximum of 44 days, each got 42—along 
with the trotting tracks at Painesville, 
Lebanon, Hilliards, and Grandview. 

Passed over were Ascot Park and Ham- 
ilton race track, and the Fort Miami Race- 
way at Toledo. 

A full list of rule changes, which won’t 
become official until deposited with the 
Secretary of State, will include: 1) a con- 
solation daily double, 2) a limit of eight 
races daily, except Saturdays and Sun- 
days which may have nine, and 3) a re- 
quirement that each track which had a 
1953 daily mutuel average of over $200,000 
must install for 1954 an infield tote board 
showing straight, place, and show wager- 
ing. 


Ascot Park didn’t get dates pending an 
investigation of a lease under which it is 
operated, Back in the mid-1930’s the track, 
then known as Northampton, was reopened 
after six dark years. The revival was some- 
thing less than a success, The track went 
under the hammer, was purchased for 
$17.500 by a Barberton, Ohio, bookmaker. 
Still an owner, he never has been part of 
the operating company. But the commis- 
sion has some questions to ask. 


Hamilton won't get dates until the com- 
mission investigates some “charges that 
were made in public” against the track, 
according to Chairman Zoltan Gombos. 
The Butler County Fairgrounds is the 
site of Hamilton racing under a lease with 
several years to run. No date has been set 
for the probe. Past investigations, though 
not full-dress. have indicated that at least 
some complaints were inspired by home 
talent seeking to break the lease and se- 
cure the track for its own use. 


Toledo has had a line of seven would-be 
operators forming on the right, Another 
fairgrounds, it was a harness racing cen- 
ter for several years, until the United 
States Trotting Association lifted its per- 
mit when some purses were not paid. Dates 
were obtained for a running meeting, 
which was a modest success, and about 
$50,000 filtered back to the original leasee, 
who promptly picked up those outstanding 
trotting tabs, The commission felt that 
everything hadn’t been on the up-and-up, 
and dates were denied last fall. Further, 
the Lucas County Agricultural Society 
broke the lease, and the Fort Miami Race- 


way Company got a temporary injunction 
which it currently is seeking to make per. 


manent. When the court reaches a deci. , 


sion, the Toledo dates will be scrutinized 
further. 


Nine years ago, when Gov. Frank 
Lausche was in the first days of his four 
terms. he called in his racing commis. 
sion and directed it to order totalizators 
for Ohio tracks. The order was issued, but 
war-time material shortages made totes an 
impossibility until 1948. 

When totalizators became available, 
after some court skirmishes, Ohio tracks 
found four different kinds of totes to jin. 
stall. All varieties are still in use. Several 
have not been fitted to infield boards show. 
ing pools, It is anticipated that compliance 
will involve legal as well as mechanical 
adjustments, 


Ready for the meeting were several opin- 
ions sought earlier from C. William 
O'Neill. State’s attorney general. 

One question pertained to the authority 
of the commission to appoint stewards. He 
ruled that the commission could appoint 
stewards, but couldn’t make the tracks pay 
their salaries. The law limits the obliga- 
tion of each track to $20 per day, plus 
expenses. The tracks now pay one inspec- 
tor of mutuels, and the commission pays 
the cost of a second, 

O'Neill also was asked to interpret a 
portion of the law which reads:“ . . . nor 
shall any license be granted to the same 
person, association, trust, or corporation 
for the holding or conducting of a horse 
racing meeting except at one race track, 
place or enclosure in this State.” He ruled 
that there was compliance with the law, 
but that the commission, if it chose, could 
set up regulations for interlocking direc- 
torates, which are quite general in the 
Ohio operation. 


MARTY RESIGNS 


Walter C. Marty. for seven years gen- 
eral manager of Caliente race track at 
Tijuana, Mexico, resigned last week at 
an annual meeting of the board of direc- 
tors. Marty said that he was resigning 
because of ill health. He agreed to remain 
in an advisory capacity on the board of 
directors, 

John S. Alessio, business manager of 
the track. was named to succeed Marty. 


FISKE’S CASE 


Attorneys for Alfred Fiske, who is ap- 
pealing his dismissal as secretary of the 
California Horse Racing Board, last week 
asked for a continuance of the case. The 
attorneys said they wanted to present evi- 
dence in Fiske’s favor from John Beverly, 
who was too ill to testify at a recent four- 
day hearing conducted by the State Per- 
sonnel Board.
